Wa.sihngton, March 12!). — Tho treaty or 
conveation, providing for arbitcalioa in the 
settloment of the dilTeronccs botweerl Great 
Britain and the United Slates, over tho 
jurisdiction of tlie fJeliring .Sen, was ratified 
by tho .Senate, this ufteruoon, by a unani- 
mous vote. The secret session, which re- 
sulted in the nitilicatiou, lasted two hours, 
from 2 to 4 o'clock, and was 6f a quiet, con- 
servativo character. Tliere'^ was some 
fjencrul iliacussion eoncerninf; tho perfection 
of the treaty, and Mr. Sherman announced 
that the propositions made l)y some senators, 
at previous sessions, tluit llio arbi- 
tration proceedings sliould be con- 
ducted in Knglisb, had met witli a 
favoraljlo reapouso from Lord Salisbury. 
The treaty was therefore amended so that 
Knylisli should be tlio language used in the 
conduct of tlie proceedings. There was ulso 
some discussion over article 11 of tlie 
treaty, which provides that "Tho decision 
of tho tribumils shall, if possible, bo made 
within three months from the close of tlie 
argument ou both sides." 

Several senators thoughtithe time allowed 
the arbitrators for their dcbition should be 
longer, and, as there was no objection to 
this, the time was extended to four mouths. 
After a discussion over the points and 
somo others of minor iinportince, tho 
treaty was ratified (wltlioui lurlhcr diauge 
and without tho pasiago of niiy 
rcKolution) by an aye and uay 
vote, and resolutions informing the 
president of its ratifieatiou and remov- 
ing tho injunction of secrecy from tho vote 
were adopted. Seventy-two senators were 
present and voted for tho ratitiuatiou of the 
treaty. 

The Beliring Sea arlntration treaty or 
convention was signed in Washington, on 
Feb. 'J'Mh last, by .James (1. I'laine, on the 
part of the United States, anil Julian 
Pauiicefote, on tlie part of (Ireat Britain. 
It was sent to the Senate in conlideiico on 
the eighth inat. The treaty provides that 
the ]5ehring Sea controversy shall Ije sub- 
mitted to a tribunal of arbitration 
to be composed of seven ailiitrator.'i, the 
President of tlic United Slates and Her 
15ritannic Majesty to name two each, uud 
the President of France, the King of Italy 
Liud tile icing of .Sweden and Norway to 
n uiK: one each. The a:b;L.ii;ors are lobe 
distin^ui^I.ed jurists In their respective 
countries, and the treaty jirovides fin" the 
ouutcr case, or what iiuglit be called evi- 
deuco in rebuttal. 

The iiriuleil case of tho two p.irties, 
aeeonipaiiied by documents, odicial corre- 
spondence, and other evidence, is to bo de- 
livered in duplicate to each arbitrator and 
to the agents of each high conlrBctiiig parly 
us soon as possible after tlio appointment ol 
the tribunal, but within a period not ex- 
ceeding three months from the exchange of 
the ralilication of the treaty. Within the 
next three months, unless more time ia 
required, the counter oases are to be deliv- 
ered. 

Tho arbitrators are commissioned to "pro- 
ceed impartially and carefully to examine 
and decide the questions that have been or 
shall be laid before them." All questions 
oiisidcred by the tribunal, including the 
linal decision, are to be determined by u 
majority of the arbitrators. Five questions 
ir<: to be submitted to the arbitrators. 
I'liey are : 

I. Tho exclusive jurisdiction in the sea 
known as tho Behring Sea, and what ex- 
clusive rights in the seal tisheries therein

If tlio arbitrators decide that the con- 
currence of Great Britain is necessary to 
tho establishment of regulathnis for the 
proper protection and preservation of the 
fur seal in Behring Sea, tho arbitrators 
shall then determine what concurrent regu- 
lations outside the jurisdictional liiniia of 
the respective governments are necessary, 
and over what waters snoh regulalioiiH 
should extend. 

The high cootractiug parties also agree to 
eo-operato in securing the adhesion of the 
other powers to such regulations. Theques- 
lioii of tho liability of either government for 
dainagcH ia to bo Biibjeot to further negoti- 
ation, although the arbitrators may decide 
on the qiieHlions of fact involved. The 
tiealy aim provides for the ap]iointnienL of 
two coiiniii.^sioiiers by each of the high con- 
tracting parties to iiivcsligale and reiiorl on 
facts having relation to seal life and the 
measures necessary to its preiiervalioii. 

The decision ia to bu made within four 
mont hs after th'' close of argument on both 
sides, and it is to he linal. 'J'lie excluuigoof 
the ry tilicatioii of the trcity is to bo made 
eitln r at Waaliingtoii or at f..ondon within 
six months from its date (February 'J!)) or 
earlier if pcusible.

GOVERNMENT DEFEAT. 

The ItelchBtne Rpfnaca to Support an Increase 
of I he Navy. 

BiiUl.i.v, .March 2U. — Tho Government 
was defeated in the Keiehstng by the Centre, 
or Catholics^ voting solidly with tho Oppo- 
sition^ The Budget committee had recom- 
mended an appropriation for the new 
cruiser, " K," which the Kaiser earnestly 
desired should be built. Tho Government 
had made eai nesit appeals for this and other 
uilditiona to the navy, and Chaiicidlor 
Caprivi hud pointed out that if tho money 
was not forthcoming, a large luiinbcr of 
mechftnics in tho navy yard wort, would 
have to bo discharged. It was hoped that 
in view of Cajirivi liaviiig resigneil the 
Prussian preniier.ship on ucconiit of the 
Educ.ition bill, the Ultratnoutanes would 
not attempt to untagonizo him iii the 
Reichstag. To-duj's vote, however, of 177 
against the Government to 109 in its favor, 
showed that tho Centre could not bo de- 
pended 111)011. Of the 'S'iil members of the 
lieichstrig, the Centre, or Ultramontane 
party, Jias about 117. In tho present con- 
dition of parties the 'support of the Ultra- 
montanes is almost indispcnsible to the suc- 
ccsa of tho Imperial policy. In view of tho 
defeat, the minora that the Roiohstag will 
be prorogued indcliuitely, uro considerably 
strengthened. 

AniirchlHt Tcrrorifliu. 

P.viiiH, March 'JS. — Tti tho deputies to-day, 
urgency was asUed for the bill providing 
that tho damage done to private property 
by dyiiamilc c.\[ilosioiis be met by the 
attilo. M. Loiihet declined to commit the 
ovornmeiit, and the motion was rejected. 
The chamber passed the bill iiilllcling the 
leatli penalty on persons convicted of 
ieslroying properly by the use of dynu- 
niite. The t.xciteiiient caused by the blow- 
ing up by dyimmite of M. IJnlot's residence 
yesterday still exists. Citizens threaten to 
take the matter into their own hands and 
lynch the anarchists if caught. The 
author of tho explosion is ."aid to he a man 
named Kavachol. Several of his accom- 
plices have been arrested, but the jiolice 
,vero unable to capture him. Xotwith- 
ilanding tlii.s, a reporter of the Giiuloie 
dainis to have interviewed Ilavachol, yes- 
terday. Ravachol says tho idea of the 
anarchists is to terrorize tho judicial author- 
ities ho as to prevent condemnation of their 
companions arrested for other explosions. 
Ravuchos says the anarchists have sullioient 
dynamite to blow up the residence of every 
French ollicial. >

THE KOOTENAI VALLEY. 

Kxtonslve Dyking Schemes for the Reelania- 
tlon of the Lauds Along the Elver. 

Between Bedlinglion, on the international 
boundary line and the nouth ond of 
Kootenay Lake, the Kootenay River flows 
through a valley, ranging from three to five 
ndlea in width, unsurpassed in richness 
and fertility by any lands in the province. 
Unfortunately, the banks of the river are 
insulfieiently high to retain the volume of 
the flood waters during the spring freshets. 
Annually, during the montlis of April and 
May, snowwaters froni tlie adjacent moun- 
tains fill up the river channel, overflowing 
its banks, and converting the valley into a 
temporary lake. As this is the period for 
tilling and sowing, agriculture has up to 
the present been practically at a standstill. 
Recently, anell'ort was made to reclaim this 
valuable tract of land, by enlarging the out- 
let of the lake, some few miles below Nel- 
son, the assumption being that a wider out- 
let would give a greater discharge to the 
Hood waters of the lake, and 
as a conseqtieuce allow the Hood waters of 
the river to (lechargc freely into the lake, 
without overflowing its banks. Consider- 
able money has been spent in carrying out 
this idea, but the object aimed at has not 
been obtained, even in the slightest degree. 
To anyone versed in hydraulics this result 
would have been a foregone conclusion, as 
it is self evident that to obtain an increased 
discharge from a still body of water, like a 
lake discliarging tlirougli a long river, tho 
gradient or fall of the river's bed must bo 
increased. With an increase of fall the 
velocity of flow will be increased, and with 
increoficd velocity must be increased dis- 
charge. Widening the mouth of the outlet, 
without increasing its fall, will merely in- 
crease the lake's area. 

Tho Alberta and B. C. Exploration Com- 
pany, of London, England, (whose resident 
manager is Mr. G. Alexander, of Calgary, 
one of the promoters of tho project) some 
few months ago secured tho aervicea of Mr. 
G. A. Reefer, M. Inst. C. E., of this city, 
to report on the works, so far as carried 
out, and to outline a scheme by which the 
object desired might be obtained. 

Mr. Keefer's opinion was that the reclam- 
ation of the valley could be more readily 
and economically accomplished by dyking 
the banks of tho river, and, acting 
ou his report, the company are about to 
energetically carry out its recommendations. 

Tlio machinery for a powerful drog 
dredge, capable of excavating 1,200 cubic 
yards per day, has been constructed by 
Messrs. Beatty h Co., of Welland, Ont., 
and is now on tho way to the works. The 
hull of tlie dredge, as also a house barge for 
the ofKcers and men, has been under way at 
the mills of Messrs. Sayward & Davics for 
some time past. Work will bo commenced 
at the international bouiiilary about tho 
loth of April,, and will bo prosecuted day 
and night. The magnitude of thia under- 
taking can bo understood, from tho fact 
that seventy miles of dyke, six feet wide on 
top and averaging eight feet high, will be 
required. It is estimated that the work 
Cannot bo completed before the middle of 
1897, a period of five years. 

Tho superintendent is Mr. F. 0. Little, 
late superintendent of tho Matsqui dyke. 
The engineers are Messrs. Keefer and 
Smith, of this city. In the bands of these 
gentlemen, a successful resolt can be con- 
fidently looked for. 

Mr. Smith left for Kelson, via Spokane, 
on Sunday morning. Mr. Keefer, accom- 
panied by Mr. Beatty, who is on the way 
from Welland with the machinery, will 
join him later, by the first boat from 
Revels toke.

F&USSIA'S CRISIS. 

Farther Trouble Over the Edacatioa BUI—; 
frospective Cabinet Uhanees. 

Brbuk, March 29. — ^The crisis in the 
Prussian minisfiry is renewed.' It' is' stated, 
that H^rr Forth,' Minister ' of vth'e. Interior, 
and Hayden, Minister of Agriculture, have 

presented their resignations. They hold 
that tho ministry has been discredited by 
the action of the Kaiser in abandoning tho 
education bill, and that it is thoreforo 
necessary as a matter of honor for tho mem- 
bers of the Cabinet who gave cither positive 
or passive support to the bill to resign. Dr. 
Miguel, who earnestly opposed tho educa- 
tion bill, takes, it is stated, the place of X>t. 
Von Doett idler, who is about to retire to 
accept the post of Governor of Hesse-Nas- 
sau, hold by Count Von Eulenberg, now the 
Prussian premier. Tho change will not 
effect a complete revolution in tho 
Cabinet, but will undoubtedly be fol- 
lowed by others bringing the whole 
cabinet into harmony with Eulenburg and 
Miguel. The National Zeitung says it is 
rumored that Herr Karl Heinrich von Hay- 
den (.{adow, Prussian minister of agricul- 
ture, domains and forests, will resign, and 
that Count von Eulenburg will take that 
post. The Freisinnige Zeitung says tho 
Emperor has refused to accept the resigna- 
tion of Minister von Doetticlier, vice-presi- 
dent of the Ministry. In the lower house 
of the Prussian Diet, to-day. Count von Eu- 
lenbnrg, the new president of the council, 
justified the sepoj'ation of the Imperial 
chancellorship from the ')presidenpy of the 
Prussian ministry. , In concluding, he sUd ; 
In view of the faiot that the discus'iion of 
the primary' education bill had created such 
serious and-irreconoilable: differences, and as 
no satisfactory result could be expected at 
present, the government would refrain from 
insisting upon further consideration of the 
bill, but the government would reserve tho 
right to call up the bill in the future with- 
out overstepping the limits of tho constitu- 
tion. Id is said that tho Reichstag will ho 
indefinitely prorogued this week, as will also., 
the Landtag. * 

REVOLTING EXECUTION. 

Tho Horrors of tho Electric Chair— Four- 
Shocks iijid SllU AUvfr. 

Sixo SiNti, N.Y., March 28.— Jeremiah 
Cotto, who murdered Luiei Francolosa last 
July, was electrocuted, this morning, at 
10:10 a.m. Tho preliminaries of the execu- 
tion did not differ any from those in the 
past. Five shocks were given, each of 
twelve seconils duration, i^fter the first 
three there were evident signs of life, tho 
wretched criminal moving his hands and 
opening his eyes, but without ony visible- 
uctir .1 of tho chest, us in the other cases of 
electrocution. After the. fourth shock, the 
doctor declared life to be extinct. His 
right leg, where the electrode was applied, 
was severely burned and tho face horribly 
discolored. The scene is described as most 
revolting — sickening in its every detail. 
The autopsy on the body resulted in no un- 
usual disclosures. The organs were nearly 
all in a normal condition. Tho . skin was 
slightly scalded at tho forehead and the 
right leg, where tho electrodes were ap- 
plied. Thero was nothing to indicate that 
death , was caused l>y electricity. 

Jeremiah Cotto and fjugtn l'"rancoloa'i wero 
rag-pickers and natives of Italy, Cotto lived 
with Francolosa and his wife in .South 
lirooklyn. Ho tried to induce Mrs. I'rau- 
ooloaa to poison her husband, but, although 
she participated in the plot, she refused to 
admmiater the poison. Early on July 
Cotto and Francolosa started for New 
Utrecht to steal vegetables. While they 
were returning Cotto elr.bbed his compaion 
to death. Francolosa had fifteen cuts on 
his body, nearly all of them iiillicted from 
behind. Cotto's trial in .September resulted 
in speedy conviction. The case was carried 
to the court of appeal, but judgment was 
afHrmed.

man, should know all that is known reapect- 

ilng 80 valuable a resource as its deep-sea 
fisheries, 

Tlio Leader of tho Opposition spoke as if 
. lie had never heard anytliint; about the fish 
that awurm in the sea that washes our shores. 
One would think from tho expressions he 
used in the debute that he was a "tender- 
foot" who had not been in British Columbia 
Jonj; enoligh to got even a superficial know- 
Sedge of its ciipabilities. If be Ihid been 
.-a tenderfoot with a lively intelligence ar.d 
iin inquiring mind he would have found out 
before this that the value of the dcei)-se:i 
lisheries is "an unknown quantity'' only in 
' the sense that the value of the precious 
.tnctals hidden in our mountains is an un- 
known quantity. It is known tliat there 
are vast quantities of fish of many varietioa 
in the sea around our coast, but how viiat 
they are no one yet discovered. 

Hut Mr. Heaven ouglit to know that our 
sea flaherieii have been sampled, so to 
speak, liotli by Americaas and British sub- 
jects, and that they have discovered enough 
to lead thcni to conclude that the supply is 
jiracticuUy inexbau-stiblc. A ]5ritiah Col- 
umbian gentleman who did some exploring, 
informed the writer that a largo area of the 
-sea. near the coast is literally swarming 
with cod-fish. They are, ho said, in incal- 
vulable numbers. It is known that the 
' black cod are plentiful and that halibut 
abound along the whole coast. Tho quan- 
tities of herring, aardinea, oolachen, and 
other small fish are known to be immense. 
'Gentlemen who have been on the Pacific 
Coast l^ttt a short time know more about 
4he. fish to be found in its seas and bays 
'^hah the pioneer leader of the Opposition. 
■Colonel W. J. Engleduc, R.E., told the 
gentlemen who aaaomblod at tho Royal 
Colonial Institute to hear Canon Boanlands 
read his paper on British Columbia, that 
*'fishiDg banks exist of largo orea within 
>4,.the three mile limit w|iich literally swarm 
^wlth fish ofthe choioGst and most delicate 
.quolity." Colonel Engleduc knows whereof 
lie ailirms and testifies to what he luw seen, 
-for in tho speech which ho then niado ho 
said: 

"Aa an ir..'itancn of tho abundance of fish, 
I ni ly mention, that in layiiig-to in forty 
fath >ms of water, within two miles of shore, 
iiiid with only six hooks employed, tho 
«urow of tho Government steamer in which I 



was traveling caught 500 pounds of fish in 
twenty minutes, comprised of halibut from 
(iO to 100 poumls in weight, and rock cod — 
llirco large hidibut also broke away. Gen- 
tlemen, this is not a 'fiah story' in the or- 
dinary American acceptance of tho term, 
but is a true yarn, which I can vouch for as 
an cyo-wituesa. Very aimilur results were 
obtained when fiahing in only si.f fathoms 
oil" tho north coaat of the Queen Charlotte 
Islands, and within one mile of ahoro. Her- 
ring abound in shoals so large that in con- 
fined waters it is almost impossible to row 
,a boat through them. These are followed 
by 'schools' of whales and dog-fiah — in fact, 
the waters are alive. On tho west coast of 
liritish Columbia, therefore, is a vast har- 
vest of tho sea, only awaiting tho reaper, 
and which should alTord occupation for 
many hundteda of Sootoh fishermen, who 
are l\o^\■ only earning a precarious exi.slence 
in their own country, and who are carrying 
on their vocation iu the stormy waters of 
the North Sea, under adverse clinmtio in- 
fiuences, in comparison with which the 
culm waters and genial climate of the Pa- 
cific Coast will be a veritiblo paradise." 

With so many sources of informitipn 
open to bin; wo are surprised th.it 'tho leader 
of the Opp'j.silioii profeai-ed ignorance of the 
value of the deep-sea iislieries of tho pro- 
vince, and apoko in such a way as to lead 
his hearers to Loliovo that they were hardly 
^^■orlll developing. Would it not have been 
more worthy of him if, instead of attompt- 
int; to make a point against the Government 
and of ti'ying to create obstacles to put in 
its way, be cordiallj' co-operated with Mr. 
Kobson und Mr. Turner iu perfecting their 
schenie ao that it may confer every possible 
benefit on tho province. Having admitted 
that the scheino is sound iu ptiiieiple, the 
Oppo.silion, instead of carping and (piib- 
Iding and making diliiiuiitiea, where none 
exist, should, ihrov.'iiig aside fur the mo- 
ment party aims and party interests, work 
cordially with tho Government und aid it 
in securing for the province what everyone 
must SCO is a benefit of very great value. 



LA TEST SA I 'A OUR 

It is curioiis to observe how much of the 
savage ia left in men who think thom- 
selvci) highly civilized, Tho editor of the 
Argonaut, no doubt, considers himaelf many 
degrees removed fioin tho predatory In- 
dian who spends weeks on the war path in 
order to steal tho ponies of a hostile tribe 
and to secure the scalps of some of its war- 
riors. He would feel insulted if any one 
compared him to a Malay pirate, who, for 
the sake of money and merchandize, does 
not scruple to plunder a defenseless and 
peaceful merchant vessel and murder its 
crew and pusaougera. Vet observe what 
this same editor writes when ho sees a 
prospect of war between Great Britain and 
tho United States : 

"But here ia a pluiso of the matter which 
Iironiises gredt comfort to the United 
States. In IS'A'i, \vhen privateering was 
alioHslicd by the ICuropean nations, the 
United Stales refuaed to sign the treaty, 
Aa we have practically no mercantile 
marine, Great Hritain's navy could do ua 
no barm upon the liigli seas. But thiuk ot 
tho rich piekiiiga in store for the American 
priva'cer. During the Napoleonic wara, 
10,S7I Ih itiali ships, with over five hundred 
million dollars, v.-cre taken by French pri- 
vateers. Tho single Hreton privateer Sur- 
couf took, during two montha of Iy07, 
prizes wortli .f'-i91,L',')0— about a million and 
a half of dollars. But all this was nearly a 
century ago. To day tho treasure is infin- 
itely richer. There were registered in 
1S8S, at Lloyd's. 21,800 liritish veaaels, sail 
and steam. Of these, many are the stately 
steamships of tho Peninsular and other 
great transportation companies, often 
carryini; two or three niilliuua iu specie. 
A navy ten times as largo as England's 
could not protect her ouornious mercantile 
marine. When the war was over, the 
United States, which now has no mercantile 
marine, would have a fine one, while Eng- 
Innd would have none." 

Ia not the buccaneer and the aavage to bo 
seen in every line of this parugiaph How 
the pious und polished editor gloiitaover the 
"rich pieking.s " which Americiii pirates 
may secure ahould the dogs of war be un- 
happily let loose ! But the Argonaut for- 
gets about the defenceless cities on tho At- 
lantio and Pacific seaboard in which are 
stored more wealth than ia contained in a 
hundred fleets of inercliant-iiien. These 
would be at tlie mercy of liriti-ih war ships, 
and it is not to be expected that if the work 
of mutual deatruetion were once commenced 
they would he spared. The aiigyestiou of 
piracy comes with a very bad grace from 
our Californian contemporary. lJut, after 
all, it ia difficult for men to bide their real 
nature. The natural man ia certain to show 
himself in spite of polish, and cultivation, 
and convention and hypocrisy. 



TOO EASILY SCAUED. 

NVo arc ii little surprised that the citi.-.ena 
ot Halifax ahould attach undiio iiiip(U-taiico 
to the tall talk of American ncwsp.ipcrs and 
American politicians. They have heard 
enough of it during the last fifty years to bo 
ablo to estimate it at its true value. They 
ought to know by this lime that tho blust- 
erers and the tail-twisters aro comparatively 
few in number, and that they furnish enter- 
tainment for their fellow oitizona. Tho 
great body of the people of the States pay 
but littU attention to their rant. They 
smile wdien they see one of them somewhat 
more extravagant than his fellows, but 
when there is scrioua work to be done the 
bruggarta aro forced to take a back seat. 
The men who really do iuUuenco public 
opinion on tho other side of tho lino arc 
quiife of another sort. They are the serious 
thinkers, who express themselves in moder- 
ate language ond -hHo are not disposed to 
talk in tlio hifalutin atylo on any occaaion. 
When men like thcHO counsel war there ia 
really cause for alarm. But, so far, thoy 
have diacouutenvnced wild talk and have 
said, over and over again, that the feals ere 
not wortli fighting about. They aro, to a 
man, in favor of a peaceable settlement of 
the dilliculty, 

Thero ia method in the madness of 
tho tail-twiatcis, Thoy know when thoy 
have gono far enough. They have found 
how far thoy cun go with safety. But they 
take good care not to ofifend tlio peace- 



loving, sensible people who have votes, past 
forgiyenes8.i.'i't-There,ace v^'n)iUions of United 
States citizens who know that war, und 
particularly war with England, will do 
their country an incalculable amount of in- 
jury, and that its ill-ell'eots will bo felt by 
uU tho people in all tho States. Tho very 
circumstance that England is their very 
best customer, that she buys from them as 
much aa all other nations put together, 
mukea ihis apparent. In 1890 tho whole of 
the ex|iorts of the United S'atea amounted 
to $8,")7,S2S,GS1, of this, .s| 17,Si)ri,G(j"2, went 
to Great l!ritain and Irel.ind. Troui this it 
will be easy to infer that the buaineaa in- 
terests common to the two countries are 
vitat in their extent and greatly compli- 
cated. War would throw them into cou- 
lusiou ami create any amount of distreaa. 
Anil this confuaion and distress would bo 
much greiitcr in the United States than it 
would be in tlrdat Britain, for the United 
States is, in matters of trade, muie depend- 
ent upon Groat Britain than Great Britain 
is ujion the United States. Juat imiigiiic 
tho United States with more than hidf its 
produce on its hands, unsold und unaideable, 
and with its commerce crippled in a hun- 
dred ways. To avenge a great wrong or to 
assert a most important rigiit the peaceable 
and industrious classes in the States might 
consent to bear the loss, and to put up with 
tho inconvenience which a war with Great 
Mritaiii would canae, let it bo ever so short, 
or whatever might be its result, but it is 
not to be believed that they will allow their 
country to drift into a war which must bo 
followed by such results, for a compara- 
tive trifle. For these, and for many other 
rcaaona, wc conclude that the good people 
of Halifax have disquieted themselves in 
vain.

EVENING SESSION. 

MoKDAY, March 27, 1892. 

Tho House reaumed at 8 o'clock, and 
■went into cominitteo to consider tho Van- 
couver City Bill (Mr. Cotton). 

Mr. Naaon in tho chair. 

Mk. Hu-VTEK said ho was opposed to such 
continual legislation amending municipal 
bills. It was a fiTcat pity that billa like 
this one could not be waived by the adop- 
tion of a general Municipal Act. 

Hox. Mu. Davie said that the municipal 
legislation that came up every year doubled, 
and often trebled tho work of tho House, 
and should be put a stop to. 

Hon. Mu. Bkavek said that tho bill was 
not a very foruiidablo one, or a very long 
one. 

Mr. Horne said that though ho agreed 
•with the remarks of tho Atlornoy.Goueral 
and the hen. member for Comox, ho thought 
that, in the present instance, they might 
lot matters go as they were. Tho aeotiona 
of the bill were then proceeded with. 

The committee rose and reported tho bill 
complete, with amendments. 

oanadian northern railway rill. 

Mr. Ebkkts Mioved tlie second reading of 
tho bill for tho incorporation of tlio Cana- 
dian Northern Railway. Ho called atten- 
tion to the maguilicent possibilities opened 
up by this scheme, and to the great advan- 
tages that it would bo to tho whole pro- 
vince. The genilemon wlio were promoting 
it were all well-known men of moans and 
enterprise. 

Hon. Mk. Beaven thouglit it advisable 
that companies applying for incorporation 
for such largo enterprises should put up 
security that the work would bo carried on. 
More tlian one big Bill of Incorporation 
that had been passed by the House' had 
come to nothing. 

Hon. Mu. Robson thought that the sec- 
ond reading of such an important bill should 
not bo allowed to pass in silence. From the 
time the proposed rjilway entered the prov- 
ince till it reached the straits it would open 
up about one-half of British Columbia, 
< wliich at present was absolutely beyond 
\ p;eneral reach. That country contained not 
y only magnilicent mineral land but fine agri- 
v cultural regions as well. The hon. gentlo- 
Lman hoped that when this bill was passed 
the incorporators of tho two big railway 
companies would see their way clear to 
amalgamate and thus form one strong com- 
pany. . 

' Hqk. Mb. Beaveit called the attention of 
the House to the fact that the Canada 
Western coaipaoy'a time would expire on 
the 6th of April next. 

Hon. Mb. Bavu: said that he had reason 
to believe that the parties were in a posi- 
tion to come before the House very shortly 
with good crounds for an extension of time. 

Jilr. Semlin, Mr. Milne, and Mr. Rogers 
advocated tho bill. 

Mr. Brown supported the bill, but 
stated his intention of opposing any laud 
grant. 

Ho.N. Mk. Pooi.ey favored the second 
reading. He was not aware chat any land 
grant liad yet been asked for in connection 
with this scheme. Tho Canada Western 
Railway had been given a larc;e grant, 
which was now near to being forfeited, and 
it was absurd to suppose that the Govern- 
nienl would give two grants for railways 
running parallel with each other. If the 
new company wanted to take up the grant 
of the Canada West, tho Government wore 
not giving away anything moro than they 
had already given. He would support tho 
reading, as it was almost impossible to 
gauge tho immense advantages that such a 
railway would bring to portions of the pro- 
" vince, as yet undeveloped. The province 
should foster such a proposition, and help 
it liberally, if help was called for. It was 
nonsense to talk about railway corporations 
holding on to their land grants if they could 
not get fabulous prices for them. Ho had 
never had any experience of such being tho 
case, and there was no likelihood that it 
would bo the case in the present instance. 

Mr. Hunter supported the bill. Private 
enterprise, liberally acknowledged by Gov 
ernment, bad given to the continent of 
America four transcontinental railroads, 
- that had done, he need not tell what 
Mronders, for the country. There was no 
way of populating and opening up a tract of 
land like running a railway into it. 

Tho question was then put, and the 
second reading passed unanimously, a 
result considerably applauded from both 
aides of the House. 

The House then adjourned till 2 o'clock, 
this afternoon.

THIRTY-SEVKNIH DAY. 

Tuesday, March 29, I8U2. 
The Speaker took the Chair at 2 o'clock. 

reports of committees. 
Mr. Smith, from the Mining Committee, 
reported amendments to tho Mineral Act. 
He also reported that tho amendments pro- 
posed by the hon. member for West Koot- 
enay (Mr. Kellie,) should not be adopted. 

UBRh OH PEIVATB BIIXS COMMITTEE. 

Mr, Speaker reported that he had issued 
his summons to Messrs. Kennedy Bros., of 
the Westminster Columbian, as instructed 
by tho House, to attend at tho har, and 
had received a return from tlio deputy 
sheriff, who had, on Marcli 21, duly served 
tho summons on the gentlemen referred to. 
The jiarfiea served had not appeared. 

Hon. Mr. Davif. said that, under these 
circumstances, the course of procedure 
would be to refer tho matter to a select 
committee of the House, with power to en- 
quire into it and report. He tlierefuro 
movoil the following resolution, viz : 
"That whereas on March 122, .liimes .M. 
Kennedy and Robert Kennedy, both of tho 
city of New Westminster, were duly sum- 
moned to appear at the bur of the House 
on Tuesday, March '2',), at 2 o'clock p.m., to 
answer to a scandalous libel and contempt, 
and whereas default hns been made by tlio 
said James M. Ivonnedy und l\oliert Ken- 
nedy iu appearing upon the said sumniona, 
althougli duo notice of the suno has heen 
served upon them as per the aiiidavit of T. 
J. Armstrong appears, Be it therefore re- 
solved that tho matter of tho s::audalnus 
libel and contempt be referred to a select 
committee to consist of Mea.srs. Pooloy, 
Baker, Croft, Homo, and Forsier, with 
power to call for persons, books and papers, 
und to report tothe House from time to time." 
The course he now proposed was set forth 
on page 107 of May (eiglith edition) wherein 
tho author said : "It is the present prac- 
tice, when a complaint is made, to order 
the party complained ot to attend the 
House, und on his appoaranoo at 



tho bar ho is examined and dealt 
with, according oa the explanations 
of Ilia conduct aro satisfactory or 
otherwise; ot os tho contrition expressed 
by him for his offense, couciliates tho dis- 
pleasuro of tho House. If there bo bo any 
special circumstances arising out of a com- 
plaint of a breach of privilege, it is usual to 
appoint a select committee to inquire into 
them and the House suspends its judgment 
until their report has been presented." 

Mr. Kitohkn enquired if it would not bo 
necessary for two days notice to bo give* 
of the resolution proposed by tho Attorney- 
General. 

Mil. Speaker ruled that the motion be- 
ing in connection with a question of privilege, 
should be taken into conaidoration at once. 

Hon. Mr. 1?eaven cpposed the motion 
and argued that the House had no power to 
enforce its summons and was only making 
itself ridiculous in attempting to punish an 
ofTendor for breach of privilege. He 
argued that tho House having on March 
22, negatived a. resolution to refer tho 
matter to a select committee, could not con- 
sider the present resolution without rescind- 
ing tho previous one. 

Mil. Speaker ruled that the resolution 
was properly before tho House, special cir- 
oumatancca having arisen since tho matter 
was previously considered. 

HoK. Mr. D-\vie replied to tho legal 
arguments of tho leader of the Opposition, 
and was followed by 

Hojr. Mr. Beaven, who raised tho fur- 
ther point that (first), tho Legislature had 
not tho power to enforce its demands, and 
(second) that even if the House really had 
the power it would bo unwise andindiaoreot 
to use it. This was the principle which 
should be followed by the House. Tho 
Speaker had been instraoted to do some- 
thing he had no power to do, and, in so in- 
structing the Speaker, the House had put 
itself in a false position. This being the 
case, there was no reason to take any fur- 
ther stops. He advised that the matter be 
allowed to drop. 

HoH. Mr. Davie again replied, dealing 
with the legal phase raised by Mr. Boaven, 
of whether the province had the power to 
compel the attendance of offenders or not. 
He held that the power of the Legislature 
in this respect could not be questioned. He 
could not understand on what grounds the 
hon. loader of the Opposition should ask 
that the matter be allowed to drop. A 
gross charge of corruption had been made, 
and it was now the duty of tho House to 
see that the parties who had made tlio 
charge should either substantiate it or make 
amends. It mattered little, ho said, 
whether these i)artio3 were called upon to 
appear before tho bar of the House or bo- 
fore a court of law, but at any rate, they 
must prove what they had said, or olso 
must apologize. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven claimed that clause 70 
of tho Constitution Act, which tho Attor- 
ney-General had claimed gave tho powers 
to tho liouse of protecting its members, 
etc., was not a correct transcript of tiio 
original clause (No. -U) in tho Act which 
had been in force prior to Confederation. 
He argued that the fact that certain changes 
bad been made in it caused the provisions 
of it to become null and void. 

Mr. Keith advocated tho policy of let- 
ting tho matter drop. Tho House had been, 
ho declared, made ridiculous by depending 
upon bad advice given by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, and ho for one was not going to make 
any more such blunders. 

Mr. Martin expressed his surprise at tho 
peculiar uhange that was apparent in the 
speech of tho hon. member for Nanaimo 
(Mr. Iveith). When the matter had on a 
previous occasion been up before tho House, 
he (Mr. Keith) had been one of the most 
outspoken in condemning the article as un- 
called for and unjust, and now ho was say- 
ing that the matter should be allowed to 
drop! Could anything be more ridiculous? 
Had the publishers of tho article in ques- 
tion done what every gentleman would have 
done tliey would have come and expressed 
their regret at having made the statements 
they did, and in doing so they would not 
have lowered in any way the dignity of tho 
press. But thoy had not seen fit to do this, 
and it was now for tho House to take such 
further action as might bo necessary to pro- 
tect its honor (applause.) 

Cel.. Baker regretted exceedingly that 
the question now before the House, which 
was one affecting the whole House and every 
member of it, should have been brought 
down to the level of a more party questiou 
He deprecated the action of the leader of 
the Opposition, who would, he said, have 
the House believe that the laws under which 
it sat and the rules by which it was gov- 
erned w.,ere just as so much waste paper. 
He maintained that it was necessary that 
meana be provided for protecting the lionor 
of the House just as much as it was noces- 
sary that the private honor of individuals 
should be protected. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven again raised objections 
to the action of the House, and read a <le- 
cision of .Sir John A. Macdonald, when Min- 
ister of Justice of the Dominion, aa to the 
legality of an Ontario Act bearing on the 
powers of tho Ontario l^egislatiire to detiiie 
its own powers and privileges, etc. 

IIo.v. .Mr. Davie argued this legal point 
with tiio Leader of the Opposition, and 
claimed that hia (Mr. Beaven's) reasoning 
was unsound. 

Mr. Semi.in spoke at sotiio Icngtli in 
opposition to tlie motion. He repcitud 
what he had said when the question was be- 
fore the House on a previous occasion, wliiii 
he had declared that altogether too iiuicli 
fuss was being made over the article, and 
that too much attention was being paid to 
it. Under the circumatancca, ho thought 
that the most dignified course to pursue 
would bo to vote tho motion of tho Attor- 
ney-General down, and let tho subject drop 
in dignified silence. 

Dr. Miene announced that ho proposed 
to vote for the Attorney-General's rcwlu- 
tion. He did not see what husineas the 
House had to make fish of one and fiesh of 
another, and in view of tho unanimous 
action taken by the House when a member 
of the Dominion Commons had insulted a 
member of this Legislature, ho could not 
see liow the House could consistently do 
anything else. The I^eader of the Opjiosi- 
tion, who now proposed to let this matter 
drop, hud, on that occasion, been one of the 
loudest in coiulenmation of Mr. Barnard, 
M.P., the oflendor, and ho thought, to bo 
con.siateiit, he should support tho action 
[.ropoaed by the Attorney-General. (Ap- 
plause. ) 

Hon. Mr. Roiison expressed tho gratifi- 
cation ho felt that not every hon. gentle- 
man on the Opposition side of tlio floiisc 
had to bo numbersd amongst, llioso wlio 
were dcatituto of that line sense of honor 
which miulo tho hon. member who had just 
taken hi.s seat (Dr. Milne), anxious to pro- 
tect not only his own honor, but that of 
every member of tho House. Ho claimed 
that the first step taken was tho proper one 
to bo odoptod. There was, all tho time, 
tho possibility of the Kennedy Bros, refus- 
ing to obey the aummona of the Speaker. 
The aotipn of the House had been fully con- 
sistent with what-.was how proposed to ho 
done, and the House would be placing it- 
self in a humiliating poaitbn , iudecd, \7cre 
tho matter allowed to drop.' Ho argued 
that tho amendment' moved by tiio hon. 
member for Westminster district (Mr. 
Sword), on March 2% when tho matter > as 



up for;d!80[iS8ion before, was not' similar to 
the prMoatj>ne^'M,up;to thati^ special 
cirouma^lora'UulaMMBl^.^1^ ap- 
pointnienF^f iftseleot'^obminittee i'neceasary . 
And when'on March 22, the motion'summon- 
ing the offenders to the bar had been put 
there wore found' in the" '^House. only six 
members prepared to'vote against it. There 
was only one member in the House at that 
time prepared to palliate the offence, but 
now another hon. gentleman, the member 
for Nanaimo, had chosen to go back on tho 
proud record ho had made lor himself, to 
turn tail and go back on his trail — in fact 
to confess to an apostasy of tho cause he 
had so manfully proclaimed. In conclusion 
he (Mr. Robson) felt confident that tho 
House, with very few exceptions, would 
vote for the resolution now proposed which 
would then bo carried by an overwhelming 
majority. Tho members should, and ho was 
confident would, stand shoulder to shoulder 
with their brother members, and show a 
determination to defend tlio honor and 
intei^rity of tho whole House, (Applause,,) 
Hon. Mr. Beaven agivin raised a legal 
objection, and was replied to by 

Hon. Mr. Davie, who, after dealing 
with tlio technical question, declared that 
the Government of tho province, so long as 
ho (Mr. Davie) was Atlornoy-Goneral, 
would assert its rights to the power to pro- 
tect its members, and to define tho privi- 
leges of parliament. Ho was suro that so 
long us tho Legislature was constituted as 
at present, the hon. monibcrd who repio- 
sented the people would lake good care to 
see that the integrity and honor of members 
of tlio House waa protected. 

Mr. IvKiTii said he had tho courage of 
his convictions, aud, having been led into 
making a mistake, ho now was not ashamed 
to go buck on what ho had tlone, and en- 
deavor to correct the error. 

Hon.' Mr. Pooeey submitted that tho 
course now proposed by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, was tho right course to pursue. Ho 
claimed that tho powers of the Legislative 
Assembly of the province, under the Con 
stitution Act, clause 76, were the same as 
those of tho Imperial House of Commons, 
but tho Statute of Ontario, which the hon, 
leador of the OppositioQ had referred 
to having been disallowed, went a 
great deal farther and arrogated :to the 
Ontario Legislature powers not .possessed 
by the Dominion House of Common's which 
might greatly exceed those 'of the British 
House. He referred to a case aimilur in 
almost every detail to the one at present 
before the House, which waa reported in 
40 L. J. P. C. f 17, under the' title "The 
Speaker of the Legislature of Victoria 
(Australia) rit. Glass." This was a case he 
explained where tho Speaker of tho Legis- 
lature had, for a libellous article, sum 
inoned the publisner of a newspaper to 
appear and tho Speaker issued a warrant 
for his arrest and, on tho prisoner being 
brought before tho House, due punishment 
was infiioted tho sentence being imprison- 
ment. When tho sentence was being 
carried out, however, tho prisoner's coun- 
6cl applied for his release under a writ of 
liabr.d.i (■orj)u> and the Chief Justice of Vic 
toria directed that tho Speaker of tho Leg- 
islature had not the power to order inipri- 
soninent. Tho Attorney-General for ttie 
province, however, appealed to the Privy 
Council, and the appeal was sustained, the 
decision being given by tho highest Court 
in the realm that tho speaker had tlio 
port'cr. Continuing, lie said, it was time 
that the Legislature of British Columbia 
found out for its own good just what power 
it had and whether it could at all times and 
upon all occasions ho insulted with im 
punity. (Applause). 

Mr. Sword disclaimed any intention of 
making the question one of party. Ho ob- 
jected to the wording of tho resolution and 
would vote against it. 

Mu. Grant said that he had voted for 
tho original motion and the amendment too 
when the matter was up before the House 
on March 22, but by the false position the 
House was placed in, he had been made to 
look ridiculous, and he did not propose to 
ullov^ himself to be similarly situated again. 

Mr. Booth said he would support the 
motion. 

Mr. Browk denied that he had written 
the article which had caused so much dis- 
cussion. He had been treated like a cur 
and a coward by tho servile and subservi- 
ent majority of the (iovernment which was 
merely taking the action it was now pro- 
posing for the express purpose of injuring 
a newspaper that happened to bo fearless in 
its criticism (laughter). He did not think 
tho article complained of was much out of 
tho way. 

Mr. Euert.s contrasted the brave words 
of tho hon. iiicmbor of Westminster city 
(.Mr. Brown), to-day, with the whimpering 
way in which ho had endeavored to p.illiate 
the oliciioo when tho suljjcct had been lirst 
discii.iaed on March 22. He (Mr. Eberts) 
drew attention to the cuii.staiit boast of hon. 
members of tho Oppo.sition, that tho Legis- 
lature was the highest court in the laud. If 
lliia wore tho case it would be strange, in- 
deed, if there were no power veated in such 
a court to protect its own dignity. 

Mr. Hcnter supported tho resolution, 
and sliov.'cd up some of llie inconsistencies 
of the hon. member for Westminster (Mr. 
Brown) in conne.;ticn with the Twin Cities 
Railway bill when that bill was before the 
committee. 

Mr. Brown defended Ills action. 

Mu. Smith expressed bis intention to 
vote for the motion. 

Mu. KiToitEK moved an amendment to 
the ell'uct that the matter bo allowed to 
drop. 

Mr. Croft objected to any such course, 
and after remarks by Mr. Semlin, 

Hon. Mo. Pooley said ho regretted the 
course pursued by a number of the hon. 
members of the Opposition, who, ho said, 
wore making tho question purely one of 
party, whereas it was one which affected 
tho whole House. 

After some more discussion, the amend- 
ment was put and negatived on tho follow- 
ing division, viz :

Tlio Full Court dolivored judfe;ment i.i tho 
caao of Foloy v; Wobator and Edmoi:'!" iiii <ip- 
' peal from Jlr. Justice McCreirlit. In aniiounc- 
ini: tho aooialon of tho Court, Ilia Lordship, 
tho Chief Juatico aaid ;— Tliis cnao coniea up 
before U3 sitting aa a Full Court on notice of 
motion that tho judBiuout of tho 2yth Decom- 
bor, 1891, in favor of tlio plaintiff, for 55,000, 
may bo veverscd, and judgment entered up for 
Lho dofenduuts, or, in thu altornallve. that a 
new trial, may be ordered by us. Tho action 
■was by a ohalnor against tlio ownora of a lum- 
ber mill in which ho worked, soeklntr damaues 
for a broken ihinh, alleged to have boon occas- 
ioned by defecta in couatruction. and innchin- 
cry and maniiijoinent of tho mill. Id was 
tried beforo Mr. Justice I\IoCrel«ht and a 
BPecial jury on tho iOih Atay, 1S91. lho jury 
returned a special verdict ia answer to litteon 
questions left to ihem by the tria .ludKe, i\Ir. 
J euna having at the cloao of tho plaint Hi s casu 
moved for a non-suit. After the trial both par- 
ties moved for judgment in their favor; the de- 
fendants on tho ilndinga of lho jury, the plain- 
tid'a for a non-HUit on Uioae lliidings, and that 
the llndinga aa to assessment o( damngea and 
nogllgenco at largo should bo set aside. The 
finding aa to nogllgenco generally ia, I inclino 
to think, suflloiently issuable on thu plcadmg-) 
as they stand. But to meet any ob.ieetions on 
that ground, tho learned judge directed all 
proper amendmonta to bo inado in tlio plead- 
inga, so as to put in isaue tlio safe construction 
of tho mill and ncgligenco of tiio owner gener- 
ally; and 1 think he was iiuitu'riglit in giving 
fresh c'ircctions, so as to bring before the jury 
tho roAl matter in issue. 1 uiuleratand t hat no 
ameudnienta have been actually formulated 
and placed on tlio record ; but tliat would only 
show that a proper order, made liy the judge, 
and not appealed against, has not us yet boon 
fully complied with. 1 think iliu pleadings 
should bo deomed to have been so amended, if 
necessary, on both sides, so aa to bring tho 
■whole queatiou in isauo. 1 adopt on this point 
tlio principles and authorities referred to by 
tho learned iudgo below in tho reasons givou 
for hisjudgment. The firat observational -wish to 
make arc addrcased to tho form of motion beforo 
lis, viz: an alternative motion, oithor that 
judgment bo reversed or a now trial directed. 
Assuming that this court has jurisdiction to 
entertjiin either branch of tho application, if 
duly brought bofors us, I do not think that wo 
can ontortain both branches at once, without 
more. 'I'ho dill'erenco is more distinctly soon if 
wo refer to tho position under the Knglish Jiidi- 
caturo Acts, upon which our own is based, 
t-itting as a Full Court hero, wo roprosont tho 
Court of Appeal, which ia a part of thoSupromo 
Court in Kngland, but not part of tho High 
Court, Members of tho High Court may be 
niombera of tho Court of Appeal (o. g. tho Chief 
Juatico of England) but the two courts are 
quite distinct. And these two nltornativcs pre- 
sented for our acceptance aro also <iulto dis- 
tinct; nay, prnceed on exactly contrary hypoth- 
esea. Tho motion for reversing the judgment 
below, and entering it for tho defendants, pro- 
ceeds on tho admission by the ilefendanta that 
tho flndinya aro correct, and tliat tho case waa 
properly It ft to the jury by tho trial judge. It 
alleges, in fact, that there was no error at tho 
trial, oithor in the judge or tho jury up to the 
verdict; but tliar on tho findings, thus correctly 
found by tho jury, the trial judgo should have 
given .iudgmfint for tho defendants. Tho appli- 
cation (or a now trial, on the contrary (except 
It be founded on tho discovery of new evidence) 
Impcaclies the conduct at the trial oithor of tho 
judge, or tho jury, or both. The party moving 
for a new trial must allege that tlio fladings 
wore against lho weight of evidence, or witn- 
out ovidonco, or else cxccaaivo damages; or olao 
that the judge misdirected tho jury in a point 
of law, or erred ill admitting or rejecting ovi- 
donco, or some other misconduct. An applica- 
tion of tho lirat nature, wliicli asauinea the eor- 
rectness of all that waadononnd determined he- 
low, up to and including tho verdict, and 
merely contends that that verdict' has been 
misunderstood, can obviously bo heard and dis- 
cussed beforo a Court of Appeal <|uitj|'con 
■vanlently, without any other noiico than 
that it ia to ho discussed. 13uC how 
can an application for a now trial bo discussed 
or intelligently argued, unless tho respondents 
be Informed of the objection or objections in- 
tended to be relied uiion ! It is an application 
wbicli requires much '"sifiing," to use L. J. 
James' v.orda (In Davies v. FHil.x, i D. Ii.ll. 
371 and consequently full notice. I think that 
case, which has been followed in this court on 
a former occasion, clearly shows tluil the latter 
branch of (he present motion cannot be now 
onlortaincd; in fact it ia now completely 
out of time. By eec, Ul of o, 31 (code 1SS8) lho 
only act under which we can entertain the 
application for a new trial, such an 
application ia to bo brought within eight 
days, and by sec. 67, tho concurrent jurlsdio- 
Uon of the Full Court is not to enlarge that 
time. Andrthorohas been no application to 
enlarge tho time supposing Order LVII. T. 1 
of 1880 to lit tho case. U o have, therefore, 
merely to consider tho findings; and taking 
them to bo correct, to decide whether tho 
judgement ia in accordance with lliem. Now, 
wlien a workman engages to do work of this 
description, the employer is bound to tako 
rcaaonable care that the mill ia properly and 
safely constructed and fitted with machinery 
ond iinploments such as to ensure a reasonablu 
degree of security I o a careful man. Tho em- 
ployer is also to provide reasonably skilful ami 
careful supervision. In the present case there 
■were two sources of danger: there ■was an un- 
usual slant on the rollway, givioR an unusual 
tendency to tho logs to roll njia nn unusual 
rapidity of motion when onco set arolling. and 
an inadequate supply of chock blocks, by which 
the rolling logs micht. perhaps, have bi^en 
checked or stopped in their course. Tho jury 
find (answer J) that these two were the '"in- 
ducing eauac.i." They find that tho plaintill' 
■waa not guilty of contributory negligence and 
could not have avoided tho occi'lent by tho 
cxerciae of nucli skill and caro aa ho was 
bound to exorcise. They find, it Is true, that 
lho plaintifl' was aware of lho ineflicioncy of 
tho chijck blocks, and thai tho defenoanta were 
not; bul they lind that tho defendant Webster, 
as manager, ought to have had cocnizaiico of 
thit. 'I'liey exiiressly find that WebsLor did 
not tako due care to have the rollway and 
blocks In a safe condition; and thai tho uofec- 
tlvo state of the rollway and blocka waa due to 
Ilia porsonal m gligence. Mr. Jeans relied very 
strongly on the two findings, that the plaintifl' 
did and the defendants did not know of the 
defective condition of '.ho blocks, and it ia cer- 
tain that if a workman ia aware of a defect of 
which tho employer ia ignorant, and is content 
to continue at work wiihuul rtnionstranco, he 
is to bo supposed to liave elected to abide tho 
consequences of any iniahap. His ov r-daring. 
in fact, amounts to contributory negligence. It 
is true, again, tho jury lind that tho inducing 
causes of lho accl'lent wore tho slant and do- 
fcctivo chock blocka together; and they do not 
find that either defect, alone, would have been 
fatal. It ia consistent with these two flndincs, 
therefore, that tho rollway would havo been 
safe enough, but for tho defect of the chock 
blocks, which the ilefenihintH knew noHiing 
about. Hut the llndinga, 1 think, fully siipjiort 
this — that the aiuiaralu.s for the log rolling waa 
tinduiy danireroun, ami that the man was 
set to work ui)()n this daiiKoroua in- 
cline by tli(! iniin.iger witliout having first 
satisfied himself of its safety, and so lie waa 
guilty of thu same negligoneo as if ho had 
omitted to see that the ding chain was 
sound, or tho rollway Itaelf s'llllciently under- 
pinned, A manager who does not see to every- 
thing of this sort, ii a manager who doca nut 
manage. I express no opinion at nil upon the 
evidence. As Mr. Justice MoCroight very sig- 
nificantly roniarka, "with tho daiiiagea 1 have 
nolhing to do." U'o have only to deal with this 
apiilication, on which the appellant cornea hero 
upholding the <liulini!S and relying on them for 
a reversal oi tho jnilgmuiil. lint upon tlioao 
ilu'iinga 1 think llio judgment below is correct, 
and the aiipcal must be diamissed with coata.

Mn, HniiKi! moved tho second reading of 
the Surrey Knabling bill which he explained 
as being intended to validate certain deben- 
tures isaned by the municipality on tlio 
strength of a by-law which was afterwards 
quashed. 

Hon. Mil. Poolkv said that this was a 
dangerous class of legislation which he 
could not see his way clear to support. 
There was a regular way of raising money 
money hy by-laws, and, in tho present in- 
stance, it aeemed tliat the Municipal Act 
had not been complied witii. He reviewed 
tho circuir.stancea under wliicli tho Bunli of 
Montreal luul loaned the money to tlio 
Municipality, and thouslit it would be an 
injudicious act for the House to pass a bill 
validating; debentures illegally issued, 

Hon. jMh. Roilson differed from the views 
of tho Hon. President of lho Council. He 
thought tlio oupgestion of tho Private Bills 
coniii.itteo a fair one. It proposed to 
charge Sll3,000 to the dykcra and §1,3,000 
on tlio whole municipality. Ho arcued 
that if the municipality mismanaged their 
uiTairs they should suffer. If tlie hank waa 
to bo mulcted in so large a sum owing to 
the mismanagement of the municipality of 
Surrey, it would shalio the c.oufidcnco of 
the public in the financial standing of the 
various municipalities. The whole thing 
would savor of repudiation. Ho was in- 
formed that the dyke could be placed in 
good condition for a few thousand dollars, 
and the additional taxes that would bo put 
upon the land by the present bill would be 
amply compensated for by tho increase in 
the value of the land. 

Mr. Semlin defended the report of the 
Private Bills Committee reviewing the 
whole oiroumstanoes of the loan. 

Nearly every member of tho House had 
something to say about tho bill. The 
second reading was then carried without a 
division.

Sends the Lucky Schooner Triumph 
Home Disabled and Empty , 
Handed- • V , 



Schooner Penelope Loses a Beat and 
Three Men— The Mystery Has 
a Close Call- 



Just a few minutes before midnight the 

steamer Mystery returned from tho West 
Coast, having iu tow the Victoria sealing 
schooner Triumph, Cupt. Wm. Cox, which 
was completely gutted by fire as she lay in 
Clayoquol horbor, on tlio nightcf Thursday, 
the 24th inst. 

From the time the Mystery left port, on 
Friday morning, her trip was full of 
incident, not at all times pleasant however. 
Capt. Grant, Mr. Frank Adams, Capt. H. 
F. Sieward, and Mr. William Munsio, 
bore Capt. Beynon company, and luid the 
satisfaction of weathering with him the 
roughest gales that over the stuunch little 
Mystery iias been exposed to, and which, at 
one time, it was feared would send her to 
the bottom of the not at all times peaceful 
Pacilic. They sailed out of \'ietoria on tho 
Mioridng of the L'.jlh inst., last Friday, ami 
in the Nl'teriioon anchored in Dodgo'.s Cove, 
where were found tho schooners W. 1'. S.iy- 
ward, with Hit) skins, C. 1). Hand v. ith^'ili, 
and Hesperus with none. Tlieao will send 
their skins to Victoria by the Maude, 
which will pay the Cove a visit in a few 
days. 

I'.issing on to Uculet, tho party on tho 
Mystery found the Mary Taylor (i;i."i skins), 
tho Emma & Louise, of San li'rancisco (1l!-1), 
the Wanderer ('J) and the liorealis, not yet. 
at work. 1"he night was spent at Uculet, 
and word was received from the Mary 
Taylor of the speakingof the Victoria 
schoonei- renelope, witli 1!)U skins, about a 
week before. The Penelope reported tho 
loss of a sealing boat and ita crew, one 
white hunter and two white boat pullers, 
whose names are not yet known, but wlioao 
death is all too certaiu. Tho Mary Tay- 
lor also Ireported speaking the Maud S. 
with 170 skma. 

On the following momhig, with a heavy 
southeaster coming up, the Mystery started 
for Clayoquot. The sea was running high, 
and when about an hour out, the Mystery 
found herself in a not exactly pleasant 
position. Tho sea, getting under the rpuir- 
ler threatened to capsize the s'eamer, wlueh 
one moment lay like a log in the tr(in;^h of 
the waves and the next was pitching on her 
beam ends. f^uekily had weather cannot 
last forever, and the steamer arrived safely 
at Clayoquot on .Sunduy, about noon. 

Plero were found tho Annie K. I'iiint, 
with l,')(i skin3, tho Ocean Belle with lliU, 
the Victoria with '2S, the Ivatlierine, emiJty 
handed, the Pathtinder with 90, and the 
Triumph, in distress and without a skin. 

The first news of her niisforhine was 
obtained from her master, Capt. Wm. C'ox, 
who gladlv welcomed the arrival of the 
steamer. The night of Thursday, when the 
tire occurred, was mild and jjleasaiU, though 
tho air seemed charged with electricity, and 
Uushes of lightning and peals of thunder 
were of frequent occurrence. Tho crews of 
the various schooners in port spent 
tho evening visiting, but all were 
at homo by 9 o'clock. Just about this ho.ur 
a more than usually vivid Hash of lightning 
was noticed, and the captain of the Triumph 
coming on deck a moment after noticed 
smoke and llames issuing frofn the fore 
hatch. The alarm was bounded immedi- 
ately, but the fire spread with remarkable 
rapidity. The foro hold, which was the 
part of the ship in danger, was well filled 
with tho clothing and "ictas" of tho Indians, 
but was unoccupied. There had been no 
fire there ut any time, so the suggestion was 
at once accepted that the lightniug was to 
blame. The canoes of the Indian hunters 
were on the dock rcody for use in the morn- 
ing, and they were quickly lowered to give 
volunteer firemen a chance to make 
their work elTectivO. Tho bucket brigade 
was soon swelled by willing hands from the 
other Bchoonera, and by early morn- 
ing the last spark had been (x- 
tinguished. But the fore-part of tho 
vessel had boon completely gutted. All the 
cargo and supplies \vere destroyed, ami the 
schooner narrowly e.-cuped scuttling. All 
forward ot the main hatch was burned, the 
foremast was so injureil as to make its re- 
moval necessary, and nuiuy other [lortioiis 
of the ship bore the marks of the element, 
most dreaded by every true sailor. 

Having arranged to l)ring the disabled 
schooner back to Victoria, and while 
she was being ])repiired for the 
trip, the Mystery ])roceeded to Ahousat, 
where tho .Sapphire, Aurora and Carlottu 
(i. Cox were found, tlio latter having tho 
top catch of the season, 430 skins. Neither 
the Sapphire nor the Aurora had any skins 
of their own, but the Sapphire had received 
228 from the E. B. Marvin, on that schoon- 
er sailing further north. Tiie Sapphire 
and the Aurora were all ready to go to sea 
tho following morning. 

Returning to Clayoquot, the following 
schooners dropped iu with their catches : 
C. H. Tuppor liUH, .San Uiego 72, Geneva 
270, ami Teresa 83. Tho Mascot had bei'n 
reported by Cajit. O'Lcary with upwards of 
H)ll skins. 

Indians arriving at Clayuiiuot liy the 
.Siwasli schooner Laud brought tlu! leport 
that a double lopniasted sclicumer, n.uue un- 
kncjwn, had been wrecked at Capi; Co^.k on 
the ITtli, but could tell nothing <lelinile in 
regard to tho disaster. Tho report itself 
had its origin no one knows where, and tho 
sealers were not disposed to plao3 much "re- 
liance upon it. 

An interesting feature of tho visit to 
Cla^'oijuot, was an Indian pollacli and 
native dance in costume, in which K(]me '200 
participated, and to whicli all haniis iu 
port, the crows of tho schooners, 
were invited. They all went, and 
thiu'oughly oiijojnMl the novelty. The 
TrUnnph was hi-oughl up in ipiick time, 
tu'elve hours from Clayoquot, and the 
.Mystery also hail, as return carco,' the 
catches of tho schooner for which srie had 
been (lesjiatcbed. On the return voyage, 
tho .sehnoncrs Minnie and Fawn were re- 
ported in Ncali Bay, and u now schooner was 
sighted coming up the Straits, whiuh is 
supposed to be one of the expected Eastern- 
ers. Tho only thing Mr. Munsie's party 
regret is t hat they had not the pleasure of 
Mr. ITall'rt t;oiiipany; they feel sure he 
would hai e enjoyed tho trip. The extent of 
damage to the Triumpli will be determined 
by survey to-day.
